Subject code^; Our primary interest is the selection of proper and 
sufficient subject codes to adeqjjately index the significant intelligence 
infoxmation reported in the docimieato XSsdsr coding or abbreviated coding 
in secordancs with oxsr criteria ^ will not be acceptable ^ overcodlng> if 
correct, will be accepted c>3 to will take into consideration your 
application of codes for automatic dissemination, 

b}o Subject modifiers ; These modifiers will be considered as part of the 
a^ove subject codes. The application of these modifiers will be based on 
the rules developed jointly by AFCIN and CIA (See memo dated 1 October 1957) » 
We are prepared to autanatically convert the modifiers used in Mlnicard 
to nodlfiers tised in latallofax, 

c)o Area codes: We are a'v#are of some variation in the application of 
TTodea because of the use of GEOREP in conjunction with the 
area code. We will accept these area codes for latellofax but will iwt 
incorporate GEOW in any instance, Vfe are jarepared to automaticaUy
